As reported elaewhere in this newspa- 
per. the police protest demonstration fiz- 
zled. Eitner the public is totally uncon- 
cerned about the killing of the handcuffed 
youth by a police officer, or is too. apathetic 
to Join any organized protest, whatever 
the reason, the demonstration was a flop. 

Even so, we must comment here on the 
propaganda'disseminated by the John Birch 
Society in thi* dty In an effort to offset 
any possible ramifications, if the police pro- 
tect demonstration had been a marked suc- 
cess. First, thf Bircher* took to task the 
NAACPjtor-SIHfll U. ; S. -Attorney General 
NJchojAs Katxenbach to investigate the 
shooting of the young handcuffed 
prisoner, Melvin Cravens. The Birchers 
decried the NAACP request to Katzentwcn 
as . being “a vote df no confidence" in the 
local authorities. 

The group ACTION, which suggested the 
demonstration in the first place, was sum- 
marily dismissed' -bv the Bircher* as. being 
“cast-offs from CORE." 

‘ CORE, in turn was castigsted for hav-c 
ing the temerity to request that a civilian 
review board be established to handle po- 
lice brutality charges against the St. Louis 
Police Department The. Birchers then go 
back to the Jeffersorr-Sank demonstrations 
to flay CORE as using, thi battle-cry of po- 
lice brutality, whenever “a microphone was 
in range.” It is also charged that CORK de- 
liberately provoked police In the bank dem- 
onstsfctiona-l— 

Urban League was criticized by> the 
rch Society for being ••‘stampeded," 
the termThey use, ' into lending its profes- 
sional integrity to what the rightist group 



calls, the “hysterical” demand for a 
police review board. 

The John -Birch then swings into high- 
gear with its propaganda machine, spout- 

• ing that the united' “Negro" front against 
police action in the slaying of the hand- 
cuffed youth make? it a racial issue, .Ac- 
cording to the Birchers, this Indicates a real 
breach in the interracial cooperation that 
has existed in St. Louis heretofore. To 
further dramatize this “race" fol-dq-roL the 

. Bircher propaganda talks of the outcry 
.against the slaying of Melvin Cravens is 
placing a burden on Negro policemen and 
command officers. 

The reason for this unprecedented em- 
phasis on race is obvious. This is the sum 
and . substahee of any John Birch prop- 
aganda. ' 

Not one local newspaper, weekly or- 
daily, has yet seen fit to point oift in print 
that vetung Cravens was a Negro youth, and 
his slayer, was a white police officer. 

But, of course, this is the iviy the 
Birchers operate. 

The mixed racial identities of the prin- 
cipals in this case provided grist for their 
coarse propaganda mill. 

On one hand, the John Birch Society 
talks in glowing terms of the “thoughtful 
people” who have been working to reduce 
racial tensions in this city. But then, the 
Birchers in this same slick piece of prop- 
aganda bearing the names of W.. B. Me* 
Mi Ilian and Dean Sauer proceed to . muddy- 

• up the racial picture with the slime of half- 
truth and innuendo. 

We find it unnecessary to even, offer 
any explanation for the 'statements of the 
civil rights groups named by the B'rchers. 
•They- acted in the Interest of the whole 
community.' x
